RESPONSE TO THE COURT'S ORDER 
REGARDING PREHEARING CONFERENCE 

Respondent. 

The Division of Enforcement ("Division") responds as follows to the portion of the Court's 

August 17, 2015 Order (the "August 17 Order") requiring the parties to hold a prehearing conference 

without the hearing officer and to file a joint prehearing conference statement: 

1. As the Division has explained in the Declaration of Eric M. Phillips ("Phillips 

Declaration"), submitted herewith, the Division thus far has been unable to serve Respondent Charles 

K. Mosley ("Mosley") with a copy of the Order Instituting Proceedings ("OIP") in this matter. 

However, as set forth in the Phillips Declaration, the Division plans to re-commence service attempts 

on Mosley after his term of incarceration in the federal Bureau of Prisons begins. Mosley is 

scheduled to report to his designated Bureau of Prisons institution on September 9, 2015. Based on 

this September 9, 2015 reporting date for Mosley's incarceration, the Division believes it will be able 

to serve Mosley with the OIP no later than October 9, 2015. 

2. Because the Division has been unable to serve Mosley with the OIP, or otherwise 

contact Mosley since the date of institution of the OIP, the Division has been unable to hold a 

prehearing conference with Mosley, as required by the August 17 Order. 



3. At this stage in the proceedings, it is unclear whether Mosley will file an answer to 

the OIP, as required by the OIP, within the time period provided by Rule 220 of the Commission's 

Rules of Practice, 17 C.F.R. § 201.220, after the Division serves Mosley-with the OIP. 

4. If Mosley does not default after the Division serves him with the OIP, the Division 

believes that this proceeding can be resolved through a motion for summary disposition. The 

Division proposes the following schedule for motions for summary disposition: (i) motions for 

summary disposition, pursuant to 17 C.F.R. § 201.250, are due November 12, 2015; (ii) 

oppositions to motions for summary disposition are due December 3, 2015; and (iii) replies in 

support of motions for summary disposition are due December 17, 2015.
